He did 
Rot make the statement in the legisla 
ture, but at a dinner on Saturday ev- 
ening. 

Hts idea ts ‘We have the St. Law- 
rence river, and the river must remain 
Canadian.”

it, when they were part way up, he 
appeared with the gun and fired at 
thi they turned, and a second shot 
struck Maker in the back of the head, 
killing him instantly a third shot 
grazed Stewart's head.

convicted of manslaughter and sen‘ tq 
the penitentiary.

DOCK COMPLETED

Bay of Quinte Country Club

The Dock at the “Bay of Quinte 
Country Club built through the gener 
osity of W, J, Hume, is completed at 
last and is one of the finest docks in 
this part of the country.

on the subject of “Transportation.” I 
do not clearly recall whether I said 
anything about the “cost™ of transpor 
tation or not, but most likely I did. 

The cost, as ypu can readily realize, is 
the great factor in the providing of 
adequate transportation. If we can 
reduce our expenses on some of the 
most important items it gives us that 
much more money to better the ser- 
vice in other ways. We are continued 
ly bettering the service by providing 
better equipment, more trains, etc., 

and if we can cut down our expense 
by the co-operati® nof our employecs 
it is very gratifying and encouraging. 
Our transportation cost is more than 
twice as much as either the mainten 
ance of way and structures, or the 
maintenance of equipment. In the 
transportation cost one of the greatest 
expenses is fucl and in’ a comparison 
of this expense on the Canadian Nat- 
jonal Railways with that of the class 
1 roads in the United States, we find 
that it costs us nearly twice as much 
for our coal. The average cost per} 
tonrof coal on the American roads in| 
1927 was $2.67. while on the Canadian 
National Railways it was $463. So 
when we are handicapped right at the 
start by having to pay hj)ther for our;

The Argyll Light Infantry first par

Ponton, V.D. The first Honorary 
Colonel of the Regiment was the Mar- 
quis of Lorne, Duke of Argyll, formerly 
Governor General of Canada and hus- 
band of H.R-H..Princess Loulse, His 
nephew, the present Duke of Argyll, ts 
now Honorary Colonel. 

Bronze Sialuette 

It ts interesting here to note that the 
bronze statuette of the late Queen Vic 
toria which adorns the Officers’ Mess 
of the Argylls is one of the two repll- 
cas of the originalayade by Princess 
Louise, and which is now at Kensing- 
ton Palace in London, England. Both 
the original and the two replicas of 
this graceful work of art were created 
by the Princess Loulse, and the res!- 
Cents of Belleville may congratulate 
themselves upon having in their City 
this statuette of singular historical 
value and artistic merit.

tied, according to the Daily News ana 

cetminster Gayette's correspondent 
at Vancouver, B.C. Ths correspondent 
rays: 

“the North-West Mounted Police 
have done much in training the na- 
tives to dry and store fish Yor the win. 
tr, but experience in Alaska shows 
that the solution lies in acclimatising 
the reindeer. Some amelioration has 
giready been achieved by lessening the 
wclf menace, and conserving wild life 
in sanctuaries, to afford better hunt- 
ing for the natives. 

“The introduction of reindeer in 
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Alaska has proved a great success. The 
‘industry’, fostered by biologists and 
botanists of the United States Govern- 
ment, is now on a permanent footing. 
Attempts by private organizations in 
rorthern and north-eastern Canada 
failed for lack of proper grazing for 
the reindeer. 

“The Dominion Government last 
year, however, engaged twa browicrs, 
A.,E, and R. T. Persild, experienced 
botanists and Arctic travellers, to in. 
quire into the reindeer industry in Al 
aska, and to investigate grazing possi- 
bilities in the Mackenzie district, and 
along the Arctic coast to the east. The 
two investigators spent nine months in 
Alaska, and hare now moved along the 
Arctic coast to Aklavik, the Eskimo 
metropolis in the Arctic. 

“An, area of 15,000 square miles, east 
of the Mackenzie River delta, has been 
surveyed as a possible reindeer-graz- 
ing area. It is said to be equal to the 
best type of reindeer pasture in Alaska 
and capable of providing grazing for 
250,000 reindeer, which are wanted. The 
investigation {s being continued into 
the Great Bear country.”
